A word  of  advice. ..get  the  older  items  first.  They  aren’t  making  them  anymore  - 
and  there  doesn’t  seem  to  be  any  more  hoards  or  stashes  coming  out  (at  least  from  what  I 
know  after  30  years  of  chasing  this  stuff).  But  then  again. . . ’ya  never  know,  right? 

My  current  stock  is  over  a thousand  different  American  sales.  Feel  free  to  contact 
me  if  you  need  something  specific,  and  I’ll  let  you  know  if  I can  help  out. 

Also,  my  personal  19th  century  reference  library  is  for  sale.  Since  the  1980’s,  I have 
continually  upgraded  for  completeness  and  condition.  Included  are  numerous  plated,  spe- 
cial editions,  large  paper,  priced  and  named,  etc.  examples.  Two  6’  x 3’  bookcases  barely 
suffice.
